DRAINAGE PROJECT 


AGAIN 
ATTEMPTED 


The New Smyrna 
News this week 
says : 
Believing that the draining of Turn-bul- l 
hammock 
is an absolute 
neces- 
sity and that jf the water can be kept 
off that section 
during the wet 
sea- 
sons the hammock land will be shown 
to be' one of the best citrus fruit and 
truck growing sections of the state of 
Florida, 
the owners 
of land 
in the 
hammock have started another effort 
to form a drainage district, and this 
time the effort shows every evidence 
of being successful. 
An effort to form a drainage 
dis- 
trict to take in the hammock territory 
west and south of New Smyrna, 
run- 
ning from Turnbull creek to the head 
of the Indian river, was made in 1903, 
but the effort 
was dropped 
and the 
petitions 
circulated 
and 
signed 
at 
that 
time 
were 
never presented 
to 
the 
board 
of county 
commissioners. 
At that time the effort was made 
on the basis of a majority of the acre- 
age within the proposed district, and 
it 
la stated 
that 
some 
of the land 


companies 
owning large tracts within; 
the limits of the proposed district 
de- 
clined, to support the proposition 
and 


. the effort 
to get a majority of the 
acreage for the district 
was 
unsuc- 
cessful 
on this account. 
During the' legislative 
session 
of 


1915, however, 
the old drainage law 
was amended 
in a number of partic- 
ulars and 
one of the particulars, it 
is stated, makes it possible 
to have 
a drainage district formed on petition 
of a majority of the owners of lands 
within the proposed 
district. 
Under 
this provision 
it is now proposed 
to 


make a strong effort to have a drain- 


age 
district 
formed 
to take 
in the 
whole of Turnbull hammock and have 
ditches and laterals of sufficient size 
and number to carry away the 
sur- 


plus water at all seasons of the year. 
For the purpose 
of discussing 
the 
best way of going about the forming 
of a special drainage district and get- 
ting the sentiment of the persons most 
interested 
in the matter, 
a 
prelimi- 
nary meeting was held Monday night 
in Dohn's hall and this gathering was 


made up of representatives from Oak 


Hill, Ariel,. Hawks 
Fark 
and 
New 


Smyrna. 
In order to get the matter, in some 
kind of working shape F. W. Hatch 
was 
made 
temporary chairman 
and 
It. 
B. F. Roper 
was named 
as 
tem 
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of 26 marks for 100 kilograms. 
Xcbrns 
and horse chestnuts are being saved 
as fodder, principally 
for pigs. 
The 
potato crop has been good, so that the 
prices are expected 
to come down. 
There is now on foot a general scheme 
for the systematic 
supply of potatoes 
to the public so that every one will get 
an adequate amount. 
The private advisers 
have a great 
many more schemes than the public 
committees. 
The harvest of straw has 
not been so abundant as might have 
been expected, owing to the dry sum- 
mer. 
The public is advised to save all 
old paper, which can be used instead 
of straw for the making of coarse pa- 
per. 
Another adviser would have all 
old tin cans, oil bottles, vaseline tubes 
and cold cream jars saved because as 
they are never wholly emptied by the 
asers the remnants could be extracted 
by machinery end the fats thus 
ob- 
tained 
used 
for 
ammunition 
works. 
Another 
suggestion 
has been to the 
effect that all the kitchen drains and 
sewer traps should be cleaned, and the 
fats clinging to the pines should be 
extracted. 
The fats that are nsuallv 
! 
wasted have for a long time been saved 
J 
oy the German sewage and garbage 
disposal plants. 
Problem of Heat Puzzling. 
The problem of heat and light is also 
pressing. 
Kerosene is rare and is re- 
served for the poorer families. 
Those 
well to do are expected to burn spirit 
lamps, and a new concern has 
been 
formed that makes burners for them 
that can be fitted to the ordinary 
kero- 
sene lamps. 
They cost 5.25 marks and 
give a fifty candle power light at the 
cost of 5 pfennig, or a little over a 
cent, 
per 
hour. 
The 
same 
kind 
of 
lamps are prescribed 
for 
school 
and 
lecture halls. 
Precautions 
against a 
shortage 
of 
copper 
and 
brass 
have 
been 
taken. 
The authorities have a list of the avail- 
able amount of brass and copper in 
every family, such as doorknobs, pots 
and pans, candlesticks, etc., and should 
they 
be needed the household 
goods 
would simply 
be requisitioned. 
The 
newspapers 
have 
contained 
several 
warnings that such a procedure is im- 
minent, adding that people should get 
substitute utensils at once. 
The German Association of Copper- 
smiths 
has circulated 
a petition 
ask- 
ing that the old works of art made of 
copper or brass might 
be saved, and 
the Society of Opticians 
lias made a 
similar 
ilea for brass instruments con- 
taining 
lenses. 
The 
reply 
lias 
been 
formally 
made that they cannot 
ex- 
pect to be heard unless they can show 
that other 
metals 
will 
not serve as 
well. 
More 
patriotic 
and 
self 
sncrificinu 
have been the German dentists. 
The 
shortage 
of sold, or, rather,

value of gold as means of paying for

supplies 
a!ro;id.

with their work in making new teeth
